Revealing 
legal name 
ofstudent a 
violation of act

An Edmonton school violated 
the Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act when 
it revealed the legal name of a 
transgender student, according 
lo a ruling by the Office of the 
Information and Privacy Com¬ 
missioner. 

Keri Ridley. adjudicator for 
the office, examined a com- 
pJaint brought forward by a 
hansgender student in an Hd¬ 
monton school 

Her report, which was recently 
posted publicly, notes the student 
was bom male and given a male 
name, but now identifies as fe¬ 
male and uses a different name 
— though her legal name has 


not yet been changed. 

The report also notes the stu¬ 
dent and their family discussed 
the matter with the school be¬ 
fore she stained classes, and the 
school agreed to keep her legal 
name private. 

But Kidley's report notes that 
failed to happen. 

She details how the student's 
legal name was being used by 
the school on an attendance 
computer program it uses, and 
disclosed during attendance at 
the school on six separate occa¬ 
sions. therefore identifying her 
to other students as transgender. 

Her ruling states the school 
contravened the privacy act and 
she has ordered it to stop doing 
so, ;ind also to make new iiminge- 
ments to protect the student's 
personal information in future. 

“1 think it's a landmark ruling 
and a victory fix transgender stu¬ 
dents across Alberta, 1 " said Kristo¬ 
pher Wells, director of the Insti¬ 
tute for Sexual Minority Studies 
and Services at the University of 
Alberta, “it reaffirms they have 
a legal right to privacy and con¬ 
fidentiality.*

Indeed, NorthLmds. President 
and CEO Tim Reid said the 
long-mnning festival, and North¬ 
lands as a whole, could shut 
down if city con ncil rejects its 
Vision 2020 redevelopment 
strategy, when it votes on it on 
Aug. 31. 

“We've been very clear with 
our decision making that we 
won’t be the next not-for-profit 
that finds itself in the red " Reid 
said' Tuesday. 

The organization" s Vis i cm 2020 
plan includes residential Etnd 
commercial retail development 
on the 160-acne Northlands site 
in northeast tdmonton, as well 
as an outdoor conceit site that 
could host up to 80,000 people. 

If the p [angles ahead, Kexall 
Place would be redesigned at a 
cost of SS5 million to house six 
community rinks, and would go 
back to its former Northlands 
Coliseum moniker. 

The plan is a response to Rog¬ 
ers Place opening downtown 
next month, which will siphon 
big-ticket events like concerts 
and NHL games from Northlands. 

“It's not all or nothing, but 
it’s definitely a reality that our 
business model has changed. 
And our ability to frankly pay 


the city back on the debt on 
the Expo Centre has changed, 1 ” 
Reid said. 

Northlands has $47 million in 
debt for the Expo Centre, linked 
to a loan that the city under¬ 
wrote, and is asking debt forgive¬ 
ness from council as well as well 
as a willingness to redevelop. 

Reid has also suggested using 
the site for other struggling Ed¬ 
monton festivals by building and 
sharing permanent infrastruc¬ 
ture to save costs.

He said he has received inter¬ 
est from other festivals and has 
a shortlist of developers, though 


did not share details. 

Attendance w r as up at this 
year's K-Days, drawing more 
than 803,000 people over 10 
days — but the festival brings 
in roughly $16 million annually, 
whk h pales in comparison to the 
550 million NorthlEinds got from 
events at Kexall Place. 

Its moneymakers subsidize 
agricultural iniriatives and other 
programs that lose money. 

Reid said Northlands is valu¬ 
able to the city beyond the en¬ 


tertainment factor, its its non¬ 
profit status elEows it to do things 
“because it’s the right thing to 
do, and not necessarily to make 
money." 

This, he says, was evidenced 
by its housing of Fort McMurray 
wildfire evacuees at the Expo 
Centre this spring. 

“1 would challenge that our 
community w r ould have a hard 
time taking Rogers Place offline 
to put evacuees in it for seven 
days," Reid said.

Changes to payday loan rules 
in Alberti that have now taken 
forte will help people out of 
a cycle of debt according to 
anti-poverty advocates in Ed¬ 
monton. 

"These changes are long 
overdue," said Julian Daly exec¬ 
utive director with the Boyle 
Street Community Services, 

Daly said he has seen people 
tome to him for help with 
small loans that have grown 
to as much as 5L600. 

"This is money they need 
to buy has its, to buy food for 
children.” 

New rules came Into effect 
Aug. 1, capping fees in pay¬ 
day loans at SI 5 per SI00 bor¬ 
rowed, down from the current 
£23 per S'100 borrowed. The

a "tooling off” period which 
allows the borrower to can¬ 
cel the agreement and return 
all money within two days of 
signing. 

Payday loans now have to 
be less than S 1,500 with, a 62 
day term. 

Daly said many sign the ton¬ 


ne tv rate pegs Alberta with 
having the lowest cost of bor¬ 
rowing. 

All services must be ac¬ 
counted for in the fee, end¬ 
ing the high sendee charges 
outside of already high inter¬ 
est rates.

tracts without understanding 
what they're getting into. 

He said the next step is to 
open up financial services to 
ensure those who need access 
to emergency binding are able

“People still need loans and 
if they’re desperate they'll go 
anywhere." 

Tony Irwin, president of the 
Canadian Payday Loan Asso¬ 
ciation, said he's questioning 
where people seeking cash will 
go if there aren’t shops offer¬ 
ing services. 

He said Senders may not be 
able to provide the same num¬ 
ber of loans, and may have to 
offer them differently than 
before. 

The answer could be credit 
unions or social service agen¬ 
cies. 

Boyle Street is looking into 
the possibility of providing 
significant financial services 
in the next two months. 

Servus Credit Union recom¬ 
mitted to developing a socially 
responsible loan program that 
will provide a fair alternative 
to payday loans, which should 
be developed by the end of 
2016.

2016’s heavy weather ‘biblical’: Expert 


In a country known for episodes 
of extreme weather, even En¬ 
vironment Canada’s senior 
■climatologist is shaking his head 
over the flurry of bad weather 
hitting the Prairies this year — 
most notably in Alberta. 

David Phillips, who has been 
on the job for five decades, said 
the 2016 weather season isn’t 
likely to be one that especially 
Albertans and others on the 
Prairie will look back on Fondly. 

He said the number of torna¬ 
does. winds, hail, thunderstorms 


and humidity are up in all three 
Prairie provinces but nobody has 
had it worse than those living in 
northern and southern Alberta. 

“You saw the terrible thing 
in Port Me Murray. My God, I'm 
sure they were wondering would 
the locusts be next. 1 mean, it's 
so Biblical * said Phillips, 

“They had the fires and the 
drought and now the floods. 
They clearly had more than a 
month's worth of rain in Fort 
McMurray in two hours, and 
it h s almost as if thev couldn't 


get rain when they prayed for 
it back in April and May. 1 ’ 

Residents of the oilsands cap¬ 
ital began returning in June after 
a wildfire spread into the city 
on May 3 and forced more than 
SO,ODD people to leave for nearly 
a month. 

Over the weekend the muni¬ 
cipality once again activated its 
emergency operations centre to 
deal with flooding after receiv¬ 
ing around 55 millimetres in 
just two hours. 

July was particularly onerous , 


especially in Calgary where 206 
millimetres of rain fell. 

“It's the wettest July in £9 
years — it was back in 1927 but 
the other thing that really stood 
out for me was the number of 
thunderstorms and number of 
wet days, 1 * he said. 

“Calgary had 19 thunder¬ 
storms and they normally would 
see eight of those, and they had 
43 hours with thunderstorms. 
It was a rock and rolling kind 
of month.”

Student leaders are applauding 
changes to a federal giants pro¬ 
gram that will replace some tax 
credits with grants for students 
from low- and middle-income 
families. 

Starting August 1, Canada 
Student Grants went up 50 per 
cent, to 53,000 per year for full 
time students from low income 
families, and 51,200 for middle 
income students. 

This replaces the Education 
and fax Credits, which used to 
kick in when students started 
to draw paycheques. But stu¬ 
dent associations in Edmonton 
say the change allows students 


to access money sooner — at a 
time when they're actually pav¬ 
ing tuition. 

“The old system with tax cred¬ 
its tends to help people who 
aren't as strapped for cash and 
aren't having as much trouble 
paying for education,” said 
Fahim Kahman. Student Union 
president at the University of 
Alberta. 

.Also starting in November, 
students won't have to make 
repayments on federal loans 
until they’re earning at least 
525.000 per year. 

Dexter Bruneau, chair of the 
Council of Alberta University 
Students [CADS) and a student 
at Mount Royal, said that federal 
loans account for about 60 per 
cent of the money borrowed 
by a student in Alberts, so this 
help ease financial burdens on 
students locally. 

He points out allocating hinds 
with grants rather than rax cred¬ 
its is something the Canadian 
Alliance of Student Associations 
has long pushed for, so he’s glad 
the federal government listened.

Edmonton pets tire in danger 
with poisonous mushrooms 
"popping tip tike crazy" due 
to rainy weather, says one vet¬ 
erinarian. 

Dr. Erin Simmonds, a-doctor 
of veterinary medicine with 
the Guardian Veterinary Clinic, 
said she has been getting more 


calls than usual about tats and 
dogs eating wild mushrooms 
in the past few weeks. 

“Mushrooms like to grow 
in moist soil and with all of 
the rain we have 
had* the mush¬ 
rooms seem to 
be popping up 
like crazy in 
people’s yards ** 

Simmonds said. 

She urges pet 
owners to remove 
all mushrooms 
from their yards 
as it tan be "very 
difficult* to identify which 
ones are toxic* and to watch 
their dogs closely in parks. 

“it only takes a second for a 
curious puppy to munch on a 
mushroom." Simmonds said. 


Mushroom toxicity can cause 
gastrointestinal problems and 
in serious cases life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses like liver failure, 
heart problems and neurologic¬ 
al problems. 

Pet owners 
should take their 
dog or cat to a vet 
right away if they 
show symptoms 
like vomiting, 
diarrhea, drool¬ 
ing, collapse, low 
heart rate* diffi¬ 
culty breathing 
or seizures. 

“Even if a pet is not show¬ 
ing signs of illness, if they 
witnessed their pet ingest a 
mushroom outside it is best 
to have them evaluated by a 
veterinarian," Simmonds said.

Disability advocates decry 
airline's lack of accessibility

A Toronto man who was denied 
a sent on an Air Canada flight be¬ 
cause his wheelchair is too large 
is a sign of" systemic" problems 
in the airline industry, access¬ 
ibility advocates say. 

Tim Rose, 31, tried to book a 
flight to Cleveland in September 
but was told he wouldn't be able 
to fly because his wheelchair 
can’t fit in the cargo hold. 

“1 said, This is discrimination,' 
and they said, L No it's not, it's 
the same thing as if you had an 
oversized bag. If it doesn’t fit, it 
doesn't fit.' So essentially, she 
just compared me to luggage." 
Rose said. 

Jng Wong-Ward, associate 
director of Toronto's Centre for 
Independent Living, uses a wheel¬ 
chair and said Rose's experience 
is unfortunately not unique. 

“Any traveller who uses a 
wheelchair can tell you their 
own stories of horror or sur¬ 
prise." she said. "I have friends 
who are wheelchair users who 
don't fly anymore because it's 
such a iuassle," 

Wong-Ward has travelled ex¬ 
tensively and has yet to find an 
airline that “gets it," she said.

Passengers cannot bring their 
mobility devices on board air¬ 
craft, so, when she flies, Wong- 
Ward spends hours “in a seat 
that’s not designed for my body" 
while worrying if her wheel¬ 
chair will be there when she 
disembarks. 

“One thing people need to 
understand is that a wheelchair 
is what we rely on for our in¬ 
dependence and autonomy," 
she said. " Jt r s not just a piece of 
luggage like ski equipment ora 
surfboard" 

Luke Anderson, founder of 
the Stop Gap initiative, which 
provides accessible wheelchair 
ramps to businesses, said com¬ 
panies like Air CanadEi should 
provide equal service to every 
passenger.

White House news conference. 
“What does this say about your 
party that this is vour standard- 
bearei?”

Vancouver 's tax on foreign buyers has sparked concerns for Toronto's housing market. 
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Hot housing market 
could get hotter still

Vancouver’s tax 
seen as shifting 
foreign buyers 
to Toronto 

Toronto's red-hot real estate 
market could get even hotter 
as foreign nationals looking 
to dodge a new 15 per cent 
tax on properties in Vancou¬ 
ver seek new places to invest, 
realtors say. 

The tax, which took effect 
Tuesday, was introduced by the 
British Columbia government 


with the intent of improving 
home affordability in Metro 
Vancouver, where house prices 
are among the highest in North 
America. 

But il has also given rise to 
concerns that it could exacer¬ 
bate Toronto’s housing market. 

“Where are those foreign 
investors going to go?" said 
Derek Ladouceur, a Toronto 
real estate agent. 

“They 1 re not going to want to 
pay that 15 per cent, so they're 
going to now dump it into the 
Toronto real estate market, 
which is already hot." 

Ladouceur predicts that all 
segments of Toronto's housing 


market will get pricier, from 
condos to detached single- 
family homes, but the luxury 
segment — where many foreign 
investors park their money — 
could see the biggest lift. 

Dianne Lfsher. a Toronto- 
based realtor with Koyal Le- 
Page, says some foreign buyers 
have already been flocking to 
Toronto as soaring home val¬ 
ues have priced them out of 
Vancouver's market. 

“With an additional tax it 
will grow exponentially, in my 
view,” says Usher. 

Ontario Finance Minister 
Charles Sousa has said he is 
examining the tax “very ciose- 


ly H as a possible measure to 
address Toronto home prices. 

The average cost of a home in 
the city in June was 3746,546. 
up nearly 17 per cent from the 
same month last year, accord¬ 
ing to the CEinadian Real Estate 
Association. In comparison. 
Vancouver home prices aver¬ 
aged 31.026,207, a rise of more 
than 11 per cent. 

Brad Henderson, president 
and CEO of Sotheby's Inter¬ 
national Realty Canada, said 
some foreign nationals could 
also snatch up properties in 
pails of British Columbia that 
aren't subject to the tax, such

ON A CYCLE OF FEAR 

We are not engulfed in anti-immigrant 
sentiment but we still hear the old 
chestnuts ('Go back where you came 
from!') delivered with an urgency that 
belies how familiar the process of 
welcoming newcomers really is. 
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AntHmimgrarion calls envel¬ 
oping the U.S. election and 
destabilizing politics in Europe 
con la in a common urgency. 

Common, but deceptive, 
l'he urgency is actually old 
and recycled. It’s contained 
in anti-immigration calls 
over centuries, addressed in a 
Shakespeare monologue that 
calls for an angry mob to put 
itself in the foreigner’s shoes, 
exemplified by discrimination 
and hatred shown to Irish, 
Italians and I'olish in North 
America in decades past. The 
urgency is apocalyptic. It sig¬ 
nals a swift-stalking doom. 

It promises the end is pretty 
much already nigh, the fears 
already realized. 

And it was the tenor of pub¬ 
lic sentiment here, fifty years 
ago, when Matilda, an Armen¬ 
ian from Aleppo. Syria, arrived 
in Canada. 

“Hack then it was nothing 
to say, "Go hack where you 
came from,'" she said, sitting 
in a chair in Ihe centre of 
the comer shop she runs in 
Toronto's Little Italy, an ockls- 
and-ends buffet of household 
items supplied entirely by her 
not large, but largely hoarding 
family (“One even keeps gum 
wrappers!'). 

There are teacups, silver¬ 
ware, running shoes and a 
Iloral kimono I which brought 
me in), a vintage Madonna 
magazine, art prints, and the 
sense that anything might be 
unearthed, Bui Matilda herself 
is far more interesting.

'The Brazilian Way' of 
getting the job done

With only days to go before 
the opening ceremonies, there 
are growing concerns over 
whether Kio de Janeiro is pre¬ 
pared to host the Olympics. 

Amid the published con¬ 
cerns, there are plenty of good 
reasons for doubt: a govern¬ 
ment in political turmoil, a 
state that is bankrupt, the 
potential threat of the Zika 
virus, unfinished stadiums 
void of workers or progress, 
similarly unfinished metro 
links, contaminated water in 
the harbour, and numerous 
reports of human rights viola¬ 
tions, which include every¬ 
thing hum forced evictions to 
police brutality. 

The consensus in the media 
is dear: Rio is a disaster. 
Outside of the country, this 
news carries an element of 
shock. How could they let it 
get so bad? When 1 speak to 
friends in Brazil, my ques¬ 
tions are met with tired shrugs 
and a quippy “What did you 
expect?” With a smirk that 
seems to combine celebration 
and cynicism, the) 1 add, “It's 
the Brazilian way." 

Is there such a thing? Brazil¬ 
ians seem to think so. It even 
has a name: JriimJio. Accord¬ 
ing to Brazilian anthropologist 
livia Barbosa. there is no Eng¬ 
lish translation for the expres¬ 
sion dcirunjeftirtto), She says, 
“To pull a string' or 'to cut 
through the red tape' are the 
most similar idiomatic expres¬ 
sions I can find." 

The jrilrrtfio suggests a cir¬ 
cumventing of official chan¬ 
nels, along wilh a certain 
resourcefulness and creativity 
in getting what you need. Flirt¬ 
ing with a bank teller to speed 
up a money order, slipping 
through a dub's side door 
with the help of a bouncer, 
getting a co-worker to cover 
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for you when you duck out 
early. 

Most cultures employ an¬ 
alogous methods of pulling 
strings or helping each other 
out. So what makes the jtefttrthfl 
unique? It seems to occur on 
an almost instinctual level 
for most Brazilians; it may be 
their Erst course of action, 
before even trying official 
channels. It is a favour asked 
for and given without the 
expectation of being repaid 
ill anything but friendliness. 
There is uo debt. It is a human 
practice — sympathetic, kind, 
helpful, and a great equalizing 
force in a society plagued by 
inequalities. 

A Similar bending of the 
roles goes on at the highest 
levels of government but sadly 
performs the opposite func¬ 
tion. We're seeing it right now 
in the leadup to the Olympics. 
Take the wall erected along 
the highway from the airport 
to the touristy areas of the 
Zona Sul. Sold to locals as a 
sound barrier, it’s obviously an 
attempt to block out some Of 
Rio's most impoverished com¬ 
munities, It turns transparent 
any time there is something 
positive to look at — a newly 
built school, for instance. 

"The Olympics pretext is 
awesome," Rio’s mayor Joked 
in 2012, "1 need to use it as an 
excuse for everything,.,. Now 
all that I need to do, 1 will do 
for the Olympics, Some things 
could be really related to the 
Games, others have nothing 
to do with them." Was anyone 
laughing then? Are they now? 

The jVitrnJio is Brazil at its 
best and worst. Whether Rio 
succeeds or faffs in piffling 
off these Olympics, it will be 
largely because of the JWtirjfto,

The Caprese salad is univer¬ 
sally laved. 

In Cravings, Chrissy Tei- 
gen’s cookbaak that she co¬ 
wrote with Gourmet maga¬ 
zine alumna Adeena Suss mam 
the model offers a new take 
on a summer favourite. 

She uses hurrata — fresh 
mozzarella with a creamy cen¬ 
tre — and cuts the tomatoes 
in different shapes and sizes, 
some slices, some wedges. 

She omits the traditional 
basil and adds arugula and 
delicious, crunchy prosciutto 
chips which take this Caprese 
from ordinary good to extra¬ 
ordinary great.

Medical benefits of 
flossing not proven 


It's one of the most univer¬ 
sal recommendations In all 
of public health: floss daily 
to prevent gum disease and 
cavities. 

Except there's little 
proof that floss¬ 
ing works. 

Still, the LT.S. 
government, 
dental organ¬ 
izations a nd 
manufactur¬ 
ers of floss have pushed the 
practice for decades. Dentists 
provide samples to their pa¬ 
tients: the American Dental As¬ 
sociation insists on its website 
that, "flossing is an essential 
part of taking care of your teeth 
and gums. 4 ’ 

Ihe U.S, federal government 
has recommended flossing 
since 1979, first in a surgeon 
general's report and Later in the 
Dietary Guidelines for Amer- 
icans issued every five years. 

The guidelines must be 
based on scientific evidence, 
under the law. Last year, the As¬ 
sociated Press asked the depart¬ 
ments of Health and Human 
Services and Agriculture for 
their evidence, and followed up 
with written requests under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

When the federal govern¬ 
ment issued its latest dietary 
guidelines this year, the floss¬ 
ing recommendation had been 
removed, without notice. 

in a letter to the AP, the gov¬ 
ernment acknowledged the 
effectiveness of flossing had 
never been researched, as re¬ 
quired. 

The AP looked at the most 
rigorous research conducted 
over the past decade, focusing 
on 25 studies that generally 


compared the use of a tooth¬ 
brush with the combination 
of toothbrushes and floss. The 
findings? The evidence for 
flossing is x, weak, 
very unreliable," 
of "very low" qual¬ 
ity, and carries 
“a moderate to 
large potential 
for bias. 41 
“Ihe 
major¬ 
ity of 
available 
studies fail to 
demonstrate that 
flossing is generally ef¬ 
fective in plaque removal." said 
one review conducted last year. 

One study review in 2011 
did credit floss with a slight 
reduction in gum inflamma¬ 
tion — which can sometimes 
develop over time into full- 
fledged gum disease. 

However, the reviewers 
ranked the evidence as "very 
unre liable ." 

A commentary in a dental 
magazine stated that any bene¬ 
fit would be so minute it might 
not be noticed by users. 

National Institutes of Health 
dentist Tim lafolla acknow¬ 
ledged that if the highest stan¬ 
dards of science were applied 
in keeping with the flossing 
reviews of the past decade. 
“Then it would be appropriate 
to drop the floss guidelines." 

Regardless, he added, people 
should still floss. 

“It's Jow risk, low cost," he 
said. 

“We know there's a possi¬ 
bility that it works, so we feel 
comfortable telling people to 
go ahead and do it."

Today's review of the Infiniti 
QX3Q is. brought to you by the 
letterC.

Jn fact, the platform and 
powertrain are all Mercedes 
derived, and you can get a very 
similar Car to the QX30 with the 
Mercedes GLA 250. But there's 
more. It features a nicely craft¬ 
ed cabin, more refined driving 
dynamics and is offered in a 
number of different variants 
that will surely appeal to lux¬ 
ury buyer's. 

infiniti wants customers to 
think of the QX30 as a whole 
family of vehicles. That's be¬ 
cause it is offering three ver¬ 
sions of it: the base QX3Q, th e 
QX30 Sport and the QX3Q AWD, 

One of the bigger complaints 
we had with the Mercedes GLA 
is the amount of rear seat space 
for passengers. Sadly the QX30 
offers even less passenger vol¬ 
ume than the GLA. but pro¬ 



vides more cargo room. This 
is more than the Lexus NX, 
BMW Xl and Audi Q3. Despite 
being called a crossover, the 
QX3Q and QX30 AWD are ac¬ 
tually lower in height than 
most of those aforementioned 
cars. Only the GLA 250 is lower 
than the QX3G AWD. by 0.2 of 
an inch.

The engine is quick enough 
and you won't be wanting 
much more power, although 
high-speed passes will take 
a little extra planning.

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Semenya at heart 
of intersex debate

II seems the sports world just 
doesn't know what to do with 
an athlete like Caster Semenya. 
lhe South African runner, and 
others like her. may present one 
of the greatest dilemmas for the 
perception of fairness in sports. 

Athletes like Semenya with 
intersex conditions—those that 
don’t conform to standard def 
initions of male or female — 
debrink any presumption that 
everyone fits neatly into those 
definitive categories in sports. 

According to sports scientist 
Ross Tucker, “the biology isn't 
quite as simple as that.” 

Semenya’s story is we II- 
known. As an 18-year-old new¬ 
comer at the 2009 world cham¬ 
pionships. she dominated the 
test women's SOD-metre runners. 
The gap between heT and the 
defending world champion, who 
finished second, was asiounding. 
Semenya celebrated by showing 
off her bicep muscles, stoking a 
controversy sparked hours ear¬ 
lier by revelations that she had 
undergone sex verification tests. 

She was later sidelined for 11 
months by world track's gov¬ 
erning body, the IAAF. and was 
only cleaned to run again in 2010. 
She returned and won a silver 
medal in the S00 at the 2012 
Olympics. Now 25 and the favour¬ 
ite for gold at the Rio Olympics. 
Semenya has been pursued by 
gender questions. But her case 
has never been about a man mas¬ 
querading as a woman. 

Semenya is a woman because 
she say's she’s a woman. w r as 
lej^illy recognized at birth as fe¬ 
male, treated as female, and iden¬ 
tified its female. Nobody can dic¬ 
tate to Semenya what gender she 
is. But since the 1950s, track and 
field has conducted sex testing to 
protect women's competitions, 
initially using basic anatomy 
tests, and later chromosomes. 
The tests didn't work. 

Sex testing in sports should 
be about preventing an unfair 


advantage and, there fore t not 
about genitalia or chromosomes, 
which don’t make athletes run 
faster, jump higher or throw 
farther. What does, according to 
the IAAF, is testosterone. 

The IAAF says testosterone 
is the most significant factor in 
athletic performance. Men, gen¬ 
erally. have more testosterone 
than women. In 2011, the IAAF 
officially drew a line between 
men and women in terms of 
testosterone. The issue it sought 
to resolve was hyperandrogen- 
ism — high levels of naturally 
occurring testosterone in some 
women that apparently gave 
them a competitive advantage. 

tucker said research con¬ 
ducted by the IAAF showed six 
women with Intersex conditions 
competed at the 2011 world 
championships. Joanna Harper, 
an expert' on gender in sports and 
a consultant to the IAAF, thinks 
two female medallists at this 
year’s indoor world champion¬ 
ships are probably intersex, and 
estimated 5-10 intersex athletes 
will compete in track and field 
at the Rio Olympics. 

Six years after Semenya was 
subjected to the IAAF tests, the 
lid was lifted on her situation in 
2015. That's when Indian sprinter 
Dutee Chand went to the Court 


of Arbitration for Sport — the 
highest court in world sports — 
and challenged the IAAF rules 
that regulated testosterone in 
hyperandrogenic women. 

The case forced the IAAF to 
publicly defend its rules that for 
hyperandrogenic women to be 
eligible to compete as women,

be below a certain mark. It 
came down to a tiny measure¬ 
ment: how many nanomoles 
— a billionth of a mole — of 
testosterone a woman had 
per litre of blood. It couldn’t 
be 10 nanomoles or more per 
litre, roughly the lower end of 
the male range. If it was 10 or 
higher, it had to be lowered. 
Harper said the testosterone 
levels of these hyperandrogenic 
women could be lowered either 
through the removal of inter¬ 
nal testes or with hormone- 


suppressing medication. 

Former Olympic runner Bruce 
Kidd, a professor of physical edu¬ 
cation and an adviser to Chand, 
opposes the testosterone-limiting 
rule. He argues that the testoster¬ 
one is natural in these women, 
and although men produce more 
of it, "there is nothing to say that 
testosterone is a rattle hormone." 

■'Dutee and Caster are jcom- 
petingj with their own chem¬ 
icals," Kidd said.

Quick with a qu ip. Tony Romo 
looked at ease in the first chat 
with reporters at his 14th train¬ 
ing camp — even when the 
topic turned to fat memes that 
spread, on social media after 
an unflattering and deceptive 
photo of the Dallas quarterback 
was posted online. 

The 36-year-old with a his- 
tory of back issues and now 
coming off a twice-broken 
collarbone also sounded reso¬ 
lute, like a 10-year starter who 
hasn't been close to a Super 
Bowl with a franchise once 
defined by championships, blit 
now 20 years removed from its 
most recent one. 

“It's a sense of urgency every 
year," Romo said Monday, three 
days into a three-week camp 
in California. "Every year you 
walk in, you feel like it’s the 
most important season you are 
ever going to play. I feel that 
way again this year. That's why 
you do everything you can to 
be at your best." 

The Cowboys went l-ll in 
the games Romo missed with 
his broken collarbone last sea¬ 
son, tumbling to 4-12 a year 
after they won the .NFC Bast at 
12-4 and had their best chance 
to reach a conference cham¬ 
pionship game since Romo be- 
came the starter in 2006. 

Romo still has his two most 
trusted targets — tight end 
Jason Witten, who came into 
the league with him in 2003, 
and 2014 All-Pro receiver Dez 
Bryant, who had career lows 
across the board last season 
after breaking his right foot in 
the opener. But the franchise 


leader in yards passing and 
touchdowns also has a 21-year- 
old running hack in Ezekiel El¬ 
liott, the fourth overall pick in 
this year's draft.
